Bitting Boll's Death Does Not Stop 


t«c Indian Trouble-Battle Ex- 


pected To-I>ay. 


CAMP on CffEVjLNNE BrvEE, S. D., 


Deo. 19.—About 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon a soldier reported to General 
Oarr that Captain Stanton and about 
fifty soldiers were having ah engage- 
ment with Indiana near Wounded Knee. 
General Oarr sent Lieutenant Scott and 
troop D to his assistance, Some time 
later Captain Stanton and the troops 
returned, when it was learned that 
some time after noon he noticed a large 
party of Indians with a herd of ponies 
coming 
from the east and heading 


for the Bad Lands. He immediately 
gave 
chase, 
and 
after 
running 


some miles gradually drew near 'the 
Indians, who began firing at the troops. 
Shote were exchanged quite lively for 
some time, when the Indians made for a 
creek called Wounded Knee. This they 
followed for some distance and were 
lost to view in the Bad Lands. C*pt. 
Stanton followed them for some time, 
but fearing an ambush withdrew his 
troops. Most of the Indian ponies were 
stampeded during the firing. To-day 
General Carr will send out a large force 
to look for them, The troops are hold- 
ing themselves in readiness for an 
attack, which is expected to-day. 


BAPID Cm, S. D., Deo. 19.—The re- 


ports of an engagement between troops 
and Indian's at Daley's ranch and other 
points are false, There have been three 
skirmishes between Col. M. H. Daley's 
command of settlers and cowboys, num- 
bering fifty men, and the hostiles. The 
last one, on Tuesday, was a hot one. 
The Indians attempted to burn the hay 
stacks 
at 
Daley's 
ranch, 
but 


were driven 
off by Col. Daley 


and ten men. A band of 160 hostiles 
are 
moving westward fifty miles 


north of here 
in 
Butte 
county. 


Eighty men of the Ninth cavalry and 
sixty Cheyenne scouts, under Captain 
Moore, have been sent after them. 
Several companies the Seventeenth 
cavalry now at Fort Bussell under Colo- 
nel Miener will arrive at Hermosa to- 
day. General Miles received dispatches 
from General Carr, whose camp is forty- 
five miles southeast of here, showing 
that everything is quiet there.. The 
Indians camped in the Little Missouri 
country north 
of Minnesillia, are 


thought to be Sitting Bull's band. 


A special dispatch from Camp on 


Cheyenne Biver to the News says: 
"One might say that the conflict with 
the hostiles has already begun. From 
20 to 80 ranchers rode and drove into 
camp to-day all heavily armed, and 
agree that the Indians are augmenting 
their forces and growing bolder hourly. 
It was ascertained early this morning 
that the deserted ranch and outlying 
buildings of a man named Wilson were 
burned to the ground last night, having 
first been looted. 


The troops are all holding themselves 


in readiness for a fight. It is expected 
that an attack will occur before morn- 


11 ing between the hostilea and the pick- 


ets. Everybody in camp is on tip toe 
of expectation,
